A  little  comedy,  a  little  drama,  and  a  little  mystery  are  all  mixed  up  in  "Clar- 
ence", by  Booth  Tarkington,  the  play  presented  by  the  Senior  class  of  1927. 

The  play  opens  in  the  office  of  Mr.  Wheeler  who  seems  to  have  much  domestic 
trouble.  In  the  first  place  Mr.  W^heeler,  much  to  Mrs.  Wheeler's  dismay,  is  quite 
infatuated  with  Miss  Violet  Pinney,  Cora's  governess.  Cora  thinks  she  is  in  love 
with  Mr.  Hubert  Stem,  who  comes  to  see  her  only  to  be  within  reach  of  Violet.  Then 
Cora's  brother  Bobby  has  just  been  expelled  from  school,  this  being  his  third.  But 
Bobby's  troubles  are  far  more  complex  at  home.  He  has  kissed  Delia  the  maid, 
while  her  fiancee,  Dinwiddle,  the  butler,  was  eavesdropping.  Delia  claims  Bobby 
must  marry  her  or  she  will  bring  a  lawsuit  for  breach  of  promise.  Clarence,  an  in- 
nocent weakling  in  soldier's  uniform,  drifts  into  Mr.  Wheeler's  office  and  finds  out 
all  the  family  secrets  through  Bobby's  wagging  tongue.  So  Mr.  Wheeler  has  to  take 
him  home  to  keep  him  silent. 

Now  the  great  change  takes  place.  Clarence  discards  his  glasses,  straightens 
hirnself  up,  and  puts  on  a  good-looking  suit.  He  surprises  the  whole  family, 'for  he 
really  looks  handsome.  He  plays  the  sax  and  very  cunningly  gets  rid  of  the  insistent 
Mr.  Stem,  who  had  become  annoying  to  Violet.  Even  the  critical  Bobby  seems 
satisfied. 

But  Mr.  Stem  cannot  be  stopped  so  easily.  He  finds  in  the  paper  that  a  certain 
Charles  Short  has  deserted.  What  Clarence's  last  name  is,  is  somewhat  of  a  mystery, 
and  so  Hubert  charges  Clarence  as  being  a  deserter.  Clarence  says  he  knows  two  or 
three  Clarance  Shorts,  but  he  refuses  to  say  that  any  of  them  correspond  to  the  man 
in  the  picture. 

Clarence  becomes  very  angry  and  shouts  out  : 

"You  ought  to  know  me.    I'm  the  greatest  living  authority  on  the  Coleoptera." 

Then  encyclopedias,  dictionaries,  and  "Who's  Who"  begin  to  fill  the  stage. 

Who  Clarence  is,  whom  Violet  marries,  and  what  is  Bobbie's  and  Mr.  Wheeler's 
fate  is  evolved  in  a  very  pleasant  ending. 


S.  H.  S,  Debating  Teams 


Debate 


Five  years  ago  the  schools  of  Martins  Ferry,  Bellaire,  and  Steubenville  formed 
the  Ohio  Valley  Debating  League.  Up  to  1925.  Bellaire  had  won  two  decisions  and 
Steubenville  had  won  two.  Xo  debates  were  participated  in  by  the  members  of  the 
triangle  last  year.  This  year  interest  was  again  renewed  and  March  11  was  set  for 
the  date  of  the  debates. 

The  question  agreed  upon  by  the  various  schools  was:  "Resolved:  That  the 
Direct  Primary  Method  of  Nominating  Public  Officials  Should  Be  Abolished."  It 
was  determined  that  the  affirmative  teams  should  travel.  Martins  Ferry's  Affirma- 
tive team  met  Steubenville's  Negative  Team  at  Steubenville.  Bellaire's  Affirmative 
Team  met  Martin's  Ferry  Negative  Team  at  Martins  Ferry. 

Steubenville's  Affirmative  Team  met  Bellaire's  Negative  Team  at  Bellaire. 

In  each  case  the  negative  teams  won,  thus  resulting  in  a  tie.  It  then  became 
necessary  to  reckon  the  winner  on  the  percentages  of  each  individual  debater.  Ac- 
cording to  the  Judges  decision  Steubenville  won  the  triangle  by  21  points.  Due  to 
the  fact  that  one  of  the  judges  at  IMartins  Ferry  neglected  to  grade  the  first  affirmative 
speaker  as  directed,  Bellaire  and  Martins  Ferry  refused  to  accept  the  decision  of  the 
Judges.  Disregarding  the  Judges'  decision  Bellaire  still  holds  the  cup;  but  with 
the  season  of  1927  the  Ohio  Valley  Debating  League  has  been  brought  to  a  close. 

The  debaters  of  Steubenville  e.xhibited  much  ability  and  knowledge  of  real  de- 
bate and  should  be  commended  for  the  concentrated  efforts  they  have  made  to  bring 
debating  to  recognized  plane  in  S.  H.  S. 

The  Affirmative  Team  of  Steubenville  High  School  consisted  of  Frederick  Alban, 
captain,  as  first  speaker;  George  Floto,  as  second  speaker,  and  iMichael  Clement,  as 
third  speaker.  The  Negative  Team  consisted  of  Paul  Schwartz,  captain,  as  third 
speaker;  Sarah  Adler,  as  first  speaker,  and  Robert  Teitlebaum,  as  second  speaker. 

Miss  Mildred  Swab,  teacher  of  English,  member  of  Pi  Kappa  Delta,  National 
Honorary  Debating  Fraternity,  coached  the  teams.

Her  daughter,  who  made  it  possible  for  her  to  give  to  the  needy  afforded  her  the 
greatest  pleasure.

They  were  only  scored 
on  three  times.  Three  teams  managed  to  score  a  lone  touchdown  against  the  locals 
but  failed  to  kick  the  goal.    Steubenville  scored  36.5  points  to  their  opponents  18. 

Considering  every  phase  the  team  was  the  greatest  turned  out  at  the  local  school 
in  recent  years.  The  line  was  very  strong  and  proved  tartar  to  the  opposing  teams 
and  the  backfield  was  one  of  the  fastest  we  have  seen  in  action  around  this  section 
of  the  country.

Three  of  the  six  new  foes  of  S.  H.  S.  turned  in  four  defeats  against  them.  The  new 
foes  were  Washington  Trinity;  Waynesburg,  Pa.;  W.  V.  U.  Fresh;  Kenmore,  Akron; 
Bethany,  and  Pittsburgh  Oliver. 

S.  H.  S.  piled  up  416  points  to  their  opponents  458.  The  team  was  entered  in 
the  Eastern  Ohio  Basketball  tournament  at  Muskingum  and  got  so  far  as  the  second 
round.    They  won  their  first  game,  but  lost  their  second  one  to  Bellaire.
